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PALESTINE DEBATE - 

CONFRONTATION IS GROWING BETWEEN EGYPT ON ONE HAND AND SYRIA 
AND PLO ON THE OTHER OVER TWO COMPETING PALESTINE RESOLUTIONS. 

OF 13 COSPONSORS OF DRAFT INTRODUCED BY EGYPT CALLING FOR 
AN INVITATION TO PLO TO ATTEND GENEVA CONFERENCE, ONLY TWO - 
SUDAN AND OMAN - ARE ARABS. SYRIAN/PLO LOBBYING AGAINST THAT 
DRAFT HAS REACHED SUCH A PITCH THAT SPECULATION HAS BEGUN IT 
MIGHT NOT BE ADOPTED. PLO TOLD NEW YORK TIMES CORRESPONDENT 
PLO MIGHT CONSIDER SUPPORTING EGYPTIAN TEXT WITH CERTAIN 
CHANGES, INCLUDING REFERENCE TO PLO AS "A PRINCIPAL 
PARTY," AND THIS IS GALLING TO EGYPTIANS SINCE THEY HAD 
ALREADY NEGOTIATED THEIR TEXT WITH PLO. SYRIA IS CONTINUING 
EFFORTS TO HOLD A SEPARATE MIDDLE EAST DEBATE, AND EGYPTIANS 
SEE THIS AS A PLATFORM FOR ATTACKING THEM FOR CONCLUDING 
A SEPARATE AGREEMENT. SPONSORS OF THE SYRIA/PLO RESOLUTION, 
ESTABLISHING A COMMITTEE FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF GA RESOLUTION 
3236, EVIDENTLY PLAN TO INTRODUCE IT NOV. 5, WITHOUT REFERENCE 
TO CHARTER ARTICLES 5 AND 6 (ON SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION). 
(CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 5635) 

ANTI-ZIONISM RESOLUTION IN PLENARY - 

PROJECTED DATE FOR PLENARY CONSIDERATION OF ZIONISM RESOLUTION 
IS NOV. 10, SECRETARIAT SOURCES STATED. ISRAELIS TOLD MISOFF 
THEY ARE WORKING ON CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC TO MOVE TO POSTPONE 
CONSIDERATION OF THE RESOLUTION UNTIL THE 3 1ST GA. SHOULD 
VOTING TAKE PLACE, THEY COUNT LIBERIAN AND IVORY COAST POSITIONS 
AS FIRM AND DETECT POSSIBILITY FOR IMPROVEMENT IN KENYA'S 
POSITION. 

ITALIANS INFORMED USDEL THAT, AS EC-9 PRESIDENT, THEY WILL BE 
MAKING PRESENTATIONS ON BEHALF OF NINE IN 22 CAPITALS. AND 
OTHER EC-9 GOVERNMENTS WILL LOBBY WHERE THEY CONSIDER IT MOST 
EFFECTIVE. THRUST OF THE APPROACHES WILL BE TO EXPLAIN REASONS 
FOR OPPOSING EQUATION OF ZIONISM WITH RACISM. EMPHASIZING 
PARTICULARLY THE DANGER THE RESOLUTION POSES TO THE UN, 

AND THE DEMARCHES WILL TOUCH ON THE POSSIBILITY OF A MOTION 
TO DEFER THE RESOLUTION UNTIL NEXT YEAR, LEAVING OPEN 
POSSIBILITY OF OTHER PROCEDURAL MOVES TO DIVERT ISSUE FROM 
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KOREA IN 30TH GA - 

ACCORDING TO BELGIAN DEPUTY REP MERENNE, UN LEGAL COUNSEL 
SUY RAISED WITH HIM THE POSSIBILITY OF DECIDING THE KOREAN 
QUESTION TO BE AN "IMPORTANT ONE" UNDER CHARTER ART. 18(2) 

AND CLAIMED ALGERIAN PERMREP RAHAL WOULD NOT OPPOSE SUCH 
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ACTION. MERENNE ALSO SAID HE HAD BEEN APPROACHED BY THE 
CHINESE REGARDING THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE GA PLENARY MIGHT 
SIMPLY ACCEPT THE COMMITTEE 1 REPORT ON KOREA WITHOUT VOTING 
ON THE TWO RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY COMMITTEE 1. (CONFIDEN- 
TIAL - OURTEL 5573) 

CYPRUS - 

A WEEK BEFORE THE GA DEBATE ON CYPRUS BEGINS, THE PORTENTS 
FOR A MUTUALLY AGREED RESOLUTION LIKE THAT OF LAST GA ARE NOT 
GOOD. THE MOOD AT THE UN IS INCREASINGLY ANTI-TURKISH, WITH 
WIDESPREAD EXASPERATION AT TURKEY S FAILURE TO LIVE UP TO UN 
RESOLUTIONS WHICH THE TURKS THEMSELVES HELPED NEGOTIATE. 

THE CYPRIOT DELEGATION INCLUDES THE ISLAND S MOST MILITANT 
LEFTISTS, AND THE TURKISH POSITION EXCLUDES EVEN THE POSSI- 
BILITY OF REAFFIRMING THE 29TH GA RESOLUTION. THE UN SECRE- 
TARIAT SAYS THERE APPEARS NO CHANCE OF SETTING A DATE FOR THE 
RESUMPTION OF COMMUNAL TALKS BEFORE THE GA DEBATE BEGINS. 

ONE BRIGHT SPOT IS THAT THE SAME NON-ALIGNED DELEGATIONS THAT 
WORKED OUT LAST YEAR'S COMPROMISE HAVE AGREED TO TRY AGAIN 
IF THE PARTIES ASK THEM, THOUGH THEY ARE NOT OPTIMISTIC 
THAT THE GAP CAN BE BRIDGED. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 5619) 

AMB MOYNIHAN'S MEETING WITH SOUTH AFRICAN PERMREP BOTHA - 

AMB MOYNIHAN RECEIVED AMB BOTHA AT THE LATTER'S REQUEST 
ON NOVEMBER 3. BOTHA SAID THAT HE HAD COME AS THE REPRESENTA- 
TIVE OF A COUNTRY WHOSE PRESS HAD ALSO ATTACKED HIM, TO 
CRITICIZE REMARKS MADE BY US DEL MITCHELL ON OCTOBER 23 
IN WHICH HE DEPLORED THE DETENTION OF THOSE WHOSE ONLY ACT 
IS OUTSPOKEN OPPOSITION TO APARTHEID. AMB MOYNIHAN SAID THAT 
THE USG UNHESITATINGLY SUPPORTED MITCHELL'S STAND. 
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BOTHA THEN CRITICIZED WHAT HE TERMED AN IMPLICIT OFFER IN 
MITCHELL'S STATEMENT TO SUPPORT GREATER AFRICAN PRESSURES 
AGAINST APARTHEID IN RETURN FOR AFRICAN EFFORTS TO DEFEAT 
THE ANTI-ZIONISM RESOLUTION IN PLENARY. BOTHA POINTED OUT 
THAT ISRAELI-SOUTH AFRICAN RELATIONS WERE EXCELLENT; THAT 
ISRAEL HAD ASKED SOUTH AFRICA TO ELEVATE ITS CONSULATE 
GENERAL TO EMBASSY STATUS (BOTHA SAID HE HAD RECOMMENDED 
AGAINST IT); AND THAT SOUTH AFRICA HAD A LARGE JEWISH 
POPULATION, GENEROUS IN ITS CHARITY TO ISRAEL. AMB MOYNIHAN 
REPLIED THAT THIS WAS NOT OUR INTENTION, AND THAT BOTHA HAD 
BEEN THE ONLY ONE TO WHOM WE HAD SPOKEN WHO HAD DRAWN THIS 
CONCLUSION. HE POINTED OUT THAT THE FACT THAT THE US WOULD 
VOTE AGAINST THE OMNIBUS APARTHEID RESOLUTION IN THE SPC 
ON NOVEMBER 4 WAS A CLEAR INDICATION THAT BOTHA WAS INCORRECT. 
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TURNING TO NAMIBIA, BOTHA DESCRIBED THE DECLARATION OF 
INTENT OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE AS REPRESENTING GREAT 
PROGRESS AND ASKED WHY THE US INSISTED ON BACKING SWAPO. HE 
WAS REMINDED THAT US AND UN POSITIONS DIFFER; THAT WE DO 
NOT RECOGNIZE SWAPO AS THE SOLE SPOKESMAN FOR THE NAMIBIAN 
PEOPLE; AND THAT WE RECENTLY RECEIVED REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE IN THEIR INDIVIDUAL CAPACITIES. 
LOOKING TO THE SC DEBATE ON NAMIBIA, BOTHA PLANNED (ALTHOUGH 
HE CLAIMED NOT TO HAVE DISCUSSED IT WITH PRETORIA) TO SUBMIT A 
LETTER INDICATING THAT SINCE SOUTH AFRICA HAD BEEN DEPRIVED 
OF ITS RIGHTS ELSEWHERE IN THE UN, THE SAG WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE 
IN THE SC DEBATE UNTIL ITS RIGHTS WERE RESTORED. (CONFI 
DENTIAL - OURTEL 5610) 

DISARMAMENT ITEMS - 

CCD WESTERN REPRESENTATIVES (US, UK, CANADA, FRG, NETHER- 
LANDS, ITALY, JAPAN) MET FOR GENERAL REVIEW OF GA DEVELOPMENTS 
AND AGREED TO EXPAND WESTERN CONSULTATION GROUP TO INCLUDE 
OTHER EC-9 MEMBERS PLUS AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND. 

CANADIANS SAID THAT IFLANGUAGE "CONDEMNING" ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON 
TESTS RETAINED IN COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN RESOLUTION THEY 
"WILL NOT COSPONSOR" IT. ITALIANS AND CANADIANS REPORTED THEIR 
GOVERNMENTS DECLINED SOVIET INVITATION TO COSPONSOR THE 
SOVIET NEW WEAPONS PROPOSAL. THE PRIMARY OBJECTIVE OF FRG AND 
US AT THIS STAGE WAS CLARIFICATION OF THE SOVIET PROPOSAL. 
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PAKISTANIS WERE REPORTED TO HAVE GOTTEN NO SUPPORT FOR THEIR 
SECURITY ASSURANCES DRAFT RESOLUTION AT MEETING OF CCD NON- 
ALIGNED. 

THE POLISH DELEGATION CIRCULATED A DRAFT CHEMICAL WEAPONS 
RESOLUTION INFORMALLY TO A LARGE NUMBER OF DELEGATIONS, 
INCLUDING THE US, ASKING FOR COMMENTS. REPORTEDLY THEY ARE 
SEEKING CONSENSUS IN ADVANCE BEFORE FORMALLY TABLING THE 
TEXT.

UNSUMMARY 

AMB MARTIN RAISED WITH THORSSON (SWEDEN) THE US INTEREST IN 
HAVING THE GA ADOPT A PROCEDURAL RESOLUTION ASKING THE CCD 
TO ORGANIZE A STUDY BY GOVERNMENTAL EXPERTS OF ISSUES INVOLVED 
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IN THE DEFINITION AND COMPARATIVE MEASUREMENT OF MILITARY 
EXPENDITURES. THORSSON SAID SHE IS SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING 
A RESOLUTION ALONG THE LINES OF THE US CCD PROPOSAL. MARTIN 
INFORMED TEMPLETON (NEW ZEALAND) THE US WOULD ABSTAIN ON THE 
RESOLUTION ON SOUTH PACIFIC NUCLEAR WEAPON FREE ZONE (SPNWFZ) 
AS PRESENTLY DRAFTED BUT COULD ACCEPT A RESOLUTION WHICH 
DID NOT IMPLY COMMITMENT TO SUPPORT SPNWFZ. TEMPLETON NOTED 
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NEW ZEALAND CONSIDERED THE DRAFT EXTREMELY MODEST AND WAS 
RELUCTANT TO "WATER IT DOWN," BUT DID NOT RULE OUT THE 
POSSIBILITY OF AMENDMENT. 

ROSHCHIN (USSR) PROVIDED AMB MARTIN WITH A "PRELIMINARY 
DRAFT" RESOLUTION ON ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION, EXPLAINING 
SOVIETS ENVISAGED INTRODUCTION AND INITIAL SPONSORSHIP 
OF RESOLUTION BY ALLIES. SUCH AS HUNGARY AND CANADA OR 
BULGARIA AND THE NETHERLANDS, WITH US AND USSR "PROBABLY" 
JOINING AS COSPONSORS FOLLOWING FORMAL INTRODUCTION. 

ECKERBERG (SWEDEN), PRIVATELY PASSING COPY OF SWEDISH DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON INCENDIARIES AND OTHER CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS TO 
USDEL, SAID SWEDES WANTED TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO 
FACILITATE CONSENSUS ON THIS YEAR'S RESOLUTION ON THE SUBJECT 
AND TO THAT END HAD GAINED COSPONSORS" AGREEMENT TO WHAT HE 
DESCRIBED AS SIGNIFICANT CHANGES. SWEDES ALSO PREPARED A 
WORKING PAPER CONTAINING A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE ROLE OF 
THE UN IN DISARMAMENT. AND IN PRELIMINARY REACTION UK EXPRESSED 
SERIOUS CONCERN THAT PROPOSED COMMITTEE TO REVIEW THE UN'S 
OPERATION IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT WOULD UNDERMINE 
THE CCD. THE SOVIETS, WITHOUT HAVING SEEN THE TEXT, ALSO 
HAD STRONG DOUBTS ABOUT THE IDEA. A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON IAEA 
HAS BEEN PREPARED BY THE IAEA SECRETARIAT. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
OURTELS 5596, 5597, 5598, 5599, 5637, 5638, 5639, 5640) 

LATIN AMERICAN POSITION ON CHILE - 

MANY LATIN AMERICAN DELS HAVE NOT YET SEEN THE DRAFT RESOLUTION 
ON CHILE, ONLY THREE OF SEVEN INSCRIBED TO SPEAK HAVE DONE SO, 

AND FEW AMONG THEM HAVE ENTHUSIASM FOR THIS EXERCISE. 

BOLIVIA AND NICARAGUA HAVE PUBLICLY TERMED IT SELECTIVE, 
POLITICALLY MOTIVATED, AND INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS 
OF ANOTHER STATE, WHILE COSTA RICA AND URUGUAY HAVE PRIVATELY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REPEATED THESE CRITICISMS TO US DEL. USUN BELIEVES THAT NO 
MORE THAN FIVE LATIN AMERICAN DELS, INCLUDING CUBA, MEXICO 
AND GUYANA, ARE READY TO SUPPORT THE DRAFT RESOLUTION, 

AND THAT MOST LATIN AMERICANS WILL ABSTAIN OR OPPOSE IT 
DEPENDING UPON ITS HARSHNESS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
OURTEL 5624) 

DUTCH RESOLUTION ON ECONOMIC EMERGENCY SITUATIONS - 

WITH REGARD TO IMPORT OF ECOSOC DECLARATIONS OF "EMERGENCY 
ECONOMIC SITUATION" IN DUTCH DRAFT RESOLUTION, THE DUTCH 
REPRESENTATIVE STATED THIS IS DELIBERATELY VAGUE AT 
THIS POINT. HE NOTED THAT VARIOUS EMERGENCY SUB-CATEGORIES 
HAVE OPERATIONAL IMPLICATIONS, AND ONE OF THE THINGS THEY 
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HOPE TO ACHIEVE BY THE RESOLUTION IS A COMPREHENSIVE SURVEY 
OF THE FIELD IN PART TO DETERMINE IF THERE ARE GENUINE 
EMERGENCY SITUATIONS WHICH ARE NOT COVERED AND, IF SO, 

WHAT PROCEDURES WITHIN EXISTING RESOURCES MIGHT BE CALLED 
UPON IN RESPONSES. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - OURTEL 5617) 

CHARTER REVIEW - 

OHTAKA AND SHIGETA (JAPAN) WERE HIGHLY RECEPTIVE TO DELOFF'S 
SUGGESTION THEY MIGHT WISH TO CONSIDER MERGER OF CHARTER REVIEW 
AND ROMANIAN ITEMS AND THUS BROADEN AND DILUTE AND MANDATE OF 
THE AD HOC COMMITTEE. JAPANESE SUBSEQUENTLY REPORTED THEY HAD 
BEGUN WORKING IN THIS DIRECTION IN INFORMAL MEETING WITH 
CHARTER REVIEW SUPPORTERS AND THIS APPROACH WAS NEITHER ACCEPTED 
NOR REJECTED BY COLOMBIA, PHILIPPINES, ET AL. BRITISH REPORTED 
HAVING HEARD FROM KENYANS THAT CHARTER REVIEW ADVOCATES ARE 
CONSIDERING RENEWING AD HOC COMMITTEE WITH THE SAME MANDATE 
AS ITS FIRST SESSION AND HAVING IT REPORT BACK TO 32ND 
GA. SOVIETS SAID THEY HEARD CHARTER REVIEW SUPPORTERS WERE 
UNCERTAIN HOW TO PROCEED, AND THEY UNDERSTOOD ROMANIA WOULD 
INTRODUCE AN "EXTENSIVE PROGRAM" ON ITS STRENGTHENING 
THE ROLE OF THE UN (SOR) ITEM. SOVIETS SUGGESTED DEFERRING 
DECISION ON MERGER UNTIL CONTENTS OF NEW ROMANIAN INITIATIVE 
WERE KNOWN. SOVIETS SUGGESTED IT WOULD BE BEST TO MAINTAIN 
THE AD HOC COMMITTEE IN EXISTENCE WITHOUT FIXING A DATE FOR 
ITS NEXT SESSION, BUT USDEL (ROSENSTOCK) FORESAW LITTLE 
CHANCE OF THAT OCCURRING. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 5605) 
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ROMULO PROPOSAL RE ILC REPORT - 

WHEN APPROACHED BY LOPEZ (MEXICO), WHO HAS TAKEN THE LEAD IN 
CORRIDOR OPPOSITION TO THE ROMULO PROPOSAL, USDEL REAFFIRMED 
OPPOSITION TO THE PROPOSAL AND OFFERED TO HELP AVERT TABLING 
OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. LOPEZ SAID THAT THERE IS LITTLE THAT 
THE US CAN CONSTRUCTIVELY DO AT THIS STAGE, BUT THERE IS G-77 
CONCERN AND THE DESIRE TO PERSUADE ROMULO NOT TO TABLE 
THE DRAFT. LOPEZ CONCURRED WITH USDEL THAT THE ROMULO 
PROPOSAL WAS NOT LIKELY TO DO MEXICO OR THE US ANY GOOD ON 
ECONOMIC POLICY QUESTIONS AND WOULD CAUSE MAJOR DAMAGE TO THE 
ILC. IT IS NOT YET CLEAR WHETHER THE PHILIPPINES WILL PRESS 
AHEAD AND INSIST ON G-77 SOLIDARITY OR YIELD TO ADVICE 
TO DROP THE MATTER. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 5609)
